Notification of 1ssuance of a Request for a Statement of Quahfications (RFQ) for the subject
services was sent 1o three hundred and six (306) firms on March 8, 2007 The RFQ was obtamned
by tifty five (55) firms, and mine (9) firms submitted statements of quahifications Onc (1) of the
firms was certificd as M/WBL

Participation goals stated in the solicitation were 16 5% Minority Owned Business Enterprise
(MBE} and 14 2 % Women Owned Business Enterprise (WBE) The recommended firm
provided an M/WBE Compliance Plan that met the goals of the solicitation and was approved by
the Department ot Small and Minority Business Resources  The alternate firm also provided an
M/WBE Compliance Plan that met the goals of the sohcitation and was approved by the
Department of Small and Minornity Business Resources

Two (2) of the ninc (9) submuttals were found Non Comphant and one (1) was found Non
